Woods Among Missing. 


London, Aug. 20.—The host. Informa- 
tion now available Indicates t.hat a 
score or more persons lost their lives 
in the sinking of the 'White Star liner 
Arabic by a German submarine Vester- 
clay morning on the south const of Ire- 
land. 


Thun far It. has not: been determined 


definitely whether any Americans are 
amoncr the dead. 
Dr. 
Edmund 
F. 
Woods of Janesvllle, Wis., and Mrs. 
Josephine L. Bruguiere, an American 
who had lived in Europe for 
some 
years, are missing. 


The White Star line announced this 


morning that all but eight of the pas- 
sengers had heen landed at Queens- 
lown. Four of these were said to be 
Americans. 


Only Two Missing. 


According to information cabled to 
Washington by Louit> B. Thompson, 
American consul at Queenst.own, how- 
ever, Dr Woods and Mrs. Bruguiere 
are .the only missing Americans. The 
other to. James Houlihan of Philadel- 
phia and Thomas Elmore oC New York 
were reported by Mr. Thompson to 
have been saved. 


In all about 400 of the 42232 persons 
oh board the Arabic 
have 
been ac- 
counted for. 
The fate of the others 
is still in doubt, but 
as 
the hours 
lengthen since the Arabic met with 
swift destruction, hopes 
that others 
have been saved are fading. 


Mlany of Crew Lost. 


The announcement 
that 
all 
but 
eight of the passengers were saved. 
bore out earlier 
reports 
that 
the 


greater majority of the missing were 
members of the crew. 
Captain Wm. 
Finch of the Arable gave testimony 
to the heroism 
of his engineers and 


firemen, several of whom remained 
at their posts 
to the 
last t.o insure 
the safety 
of the 
passengers 
and 


probably sacrificed their lives. 
Other 


survivors say. thai, the torpedo which 
rent the Arabic's hull, killed outright 
several men in the boiler room. 


The torpedo struck on 
the 
star- 
board .side, about 100 foot from the 
stern, near location of boiler room. 


England Deeply Stirred. 
The torpedoing of the 
Arabic has 
stirred England from end to end, al- 
though on account 
of the 
compara- 


tively small ]osa of life, public feeling 
does not. sho'w si^rns running as high 
as in dnys following the sinking of 
the Lusitania. 
In Queenst.own everything possible 


was done today to assist the surviv- 
ors, many of whom 
were 
without 
clothes or money.

News Comes Slowly. 


News regarding the sinking of the 
Arabic came in slowly at the offices 
of the White Star line in New York. 
The reason for this, it was said, was 
the fact that wartime secrecy cloaks 
all sailings from British ports 
until 
the vessels are well on tlie'tr way out 
of 'the'German war zone. 
Steamers 
slip in and out of British ports unher- 
alded, with 
darkened 
lights 
and 


shrouded portholes and steam at top 
speed through tile war 
zone, boats 


swuns outward 4n momentary readi- 
ness for a death blow, the line's rep- 
resentatives explained. 


P. A. S. Franklin, receiver 
of the 


International Mercantile Marine com- 
pany, which operates the Wlvito Star 
line. c;;bled (.he Liverpool agents of 
the line asking that all possible speed 
be used in forwarding the names of 
passengers to New York. 


Ask for American Names. 


Tn another message

pared for news ot the sinking of the 
Arabic. Within- the last three .months 
there have been 
instances, notably

• havp spent many tense moments as 
their vessels neared the war zone. 


Wide spread but erroneous rumors 
were- incirculation that. German sub- 
marir.es had 
destroyed the 
vessels 
or were lying in wait for them off the 
Irish coast. 


No Previous 
Reports. 


But tliere was no advance rumor 
concerning the -Arabic's fate. 
Tt was 


not even known officially here that it 
had left Tjivernool till after the word 
came that it had been sunk and no 
passencer list had been prepared here 
for ouhlicatlon. 
The Arabic was one of the largest 


of the few British vessels remaining 
In the trans-Atlantic-service. 
On Its 
recent trips it has carried far fewer 
passengers, 
especially 
Americans, 


than in times of peace. 
When the Arabic last sailed from 
this nort it was 
shielded as far sis 


possible against gun fire which might 
destroy the steering ?ear by bags of 
sand piled high about it: 


Maiden Trip in 1903.

ship, arrived in New York on its maid- 
en trip on July f>. 1903. having been 
launched at Belfast on Dec. IS of the 
previous year.

The Arabic's tonnage is 1.5,801 gross 


nnd 10.062 net. .It is 600 feet, long, fin 
feet benm. and 47 feet in deuth.

Reports indicate that the thirty per- 
sons listed 
yesterday as missing at 
Bolivar, had been found.

these thirty at Bolivar, the only other 
single large missing list was 50 hands 
on the dredge 
from 
Houston.

fact that nearly all hands on a dozen 
other dredges working in the same 
vicinity near Galveston • had

up safe

Whole Villaoe Wrecked. 


A delegation of three citizens from 
rWallacevJlle, .a town 
of about. 1.000 
inhabitants. orit.1be east side of •Gal- 
veston .Bay, appealed 
today for aid, 
saying that 
only three 
houses 
re- 
mained in their town. This commit- 
tee estimated that 10,000 
head 
of 
stock drowned 
in Chamber 
county, 
where Wallace is situated. They said 
there- is worry over the 
fate of sev- 


enty-five inhabitants of Smith's Point, 
a peninsula jutting far out into the 
bay, 
which seemed to be submerged 
during the storm. 


G-. A. Fredericks of Dallas, and E. 
J. Wiitig of Houston, who were in the 
Virginia Point hotel when it collapsed, 
were washed out to sea for several 
nours -and then washed back again 
by a change of wind. 
This hotel is 
near the mainland and at the end of 
the Galveeton causeway. They drift- 
ed on a piece of wreckage when 
it 
collapsed. 
The freakish wind turned 
them almost to the site of tlic hotel, 
so thai refugees 
who escaped from 
the hotel to the railroad tower, were 
able to toss Witt.ie; a chair tied to a 
wire and towed him to safety.

If 
the government at Washington should 
undertake to prevent the exportation 
of war supplies absolutely it would 
be necessary to close the ports oC the 
country to all intercourse with the 
belligerent nations and with all other 
nations having intercourse with them.

The writers usually talk diffusely and in beautifully general terms 
about, what a tragedy it would be if young people learned how to do some- 
thing well instead of getting mental discipline and a broad outlook. 
They tell us that it may be important to learn, how to look at life. 


He Was Never Up Against It. 


Whenever I read an article like that I say to myself, "I don't believe that 
person was ever up against the financial realities very hard." 


He says it is a terrible thing to sacrifice otir young peoples' broafl. out- 
look on life by teaching them to earn their bread and butter. He evidently 
doesn't know what it means to be so harrassed by the dominant necessity 
of getting that bread and butter for yourself and probably several others 
that one can think of nothing but the need of it. 
How much good does a 
broad outlook do a man whose life is nan-owed down to a monient-to-moment 
struggle to ma-ke both ends meet? 


He is afraid we will make the next generation too practical, too much 
interested in money. He doesn't realize that nothing makes one so painfully 
interested m money as having to count pennies and limit one's simplest 
actions by the result of the count. 


isn't Practical Knowledge A Mental Discipline? 
Trade education need not absolutely cut out. cultural studies, although it 
will, of course diminish the time for them. 
Besides there is one fact these- 


anxious reactionaries seem to lose sight of, and that is that learning to do 
something well and intelligently, even though the something be done with 
the hands, is considerable mental discipline in itself. 


Of course it is important to learn how to live as well as how to earn the- 
wherewithal to sustain life, but that knowledge does not necessarily com<- 
•entirely from cultural studies. 
I have known more than one manual worker 


;-who knew more about how to live, who had a, quicker mind and a more 
•thoughtful philosophy of life, than most of the college graduates who have 
;had their fill of cultural studies and mental discipline. 
To my mind, there is more misery in the world that comes from the 


;fact that millions of peopln have to muddle along on a pittance, because they 
•don't know how to do anyfiing well, than from almost any other single cause 


I am a college graduate and 1 love my college, but I think if I should 


rdie with money to leave to some philanthropy it would be left to further 
•the cause of the trade school and practical education in general

Movement to Give Relief to War Vic- 


tims Proves Valuable to Five 


Thousand Widows. 


Paris, August .20.—Five thousand 


widows of the war have now benefit- 
ed in one way or another through 
the "Society of Mutual Assistance of 
the Widows oil the War." 
This was 


one of the earliest movements started 
for relief of war victims. It was or- 
ganized August 19, 1914, and a- week 
later began effective work under the 
name of the "Woman's Office" at 15, 
rue de la Ville I'Everme. 
• 
The "Woman's Office" sought 
em- 
ployment, not only for widows, but 
for women whose husbands were mo- 
bilized, and 
endeavored 
by various 
means to assist women, whose in- 
come was cut off by the war, in earn- 
ing their living. It gave no charity 
but made loans to those in immediate 
want. 
From a simple Women's Office, the 
movement soon 
became a 
Widows' 


Office, and was finally reorganized in- 
to a Mutual Association. Its object is 
still, not charity, but mutual aid in 
finding ways of gaining a livelihood 
for its members. 
It is patronized by 
generous citizens of all religions, and 
of all political parties-. Frederic Mas- 
son, 
the venerable Academician and 
historian of the Napoleonic era, is di- 
| recting the organization, 
while the 


• Countess of Ribes, who for years had 
assisted the orphans of La Villette by

ventions, the most valuable of which 
is undoubtedly the new serum called 
Coagulen. 


Coagulen is the invention of the 


great Swiss surgeon, Professor Kocher. 
It is in the form of a powder, which, 
before use, is mixed with water. Ap- 
plied to a wound, it almost Instantly 
coagulates the blood and stopa^ the 
bleeding, whether external or internal. 
It shortens surgical operations 
and 


makes them less dangerous. 
The 


French medical headquarters speah 
most highly of coagulen. It will, no 
doubt, come into general use in all sur- 
gical operations. 


Professor Prauher, an Austrian doc. 


tor, 
has 
discovered 
a 
preventive 


against typhus. It 4s a mixture con- 
taining auisol, which almost' instantly 
destroys the hitherto invulnerable in- 
sect which transmits the infection oi 
spotted typhus. 


The odd thing about the discovery 


is that it came by chance. The pro- 
fessor's assistant was told to use anise 
oil in the mixture which was being pre- 
jared. Instead he put in anisol. 


A third invention which will be al- 


most as useful in peace as in war is 
n method for taking almost instanta- 
neous X-ray photographs. Hitherto an 
exposure of many minutes has been 
necessary for X-ray photos. 


The searchlight has hardly been im- 


proved since 1S86, when the first per- 
fect parabolic mirror -'was produced 
The chief disadvantage of the search- 
light has been that it could not be 
used \n a ship that had not an electric 
installation. 


This has now been changed. A new 


searchlight ha.s been evolved in 'Which 
a mixture of acetylene and oxygen is 
burnt and the fiamo played on a smal) 
pellet of ceria., which emits an amaz- 
ingly powerful light. The outfit is quite 
light and portable and can be carried 
and used by two men. It will be most 
valuable both on sea and land. 


Water wireless is another product ol 


this tremendous struggle, wtich will 
probably in the future save thousands 
of human lives from collision at so*. 


At present it is being used for the de- 


tection of submarines; in the future 
passenger vessels will find it invalu- 
able in times of fog. 


The French have a new a!r bomb 


which, when it bursts, produces cold sc 
Intense'that the aviator who first used 
them in November last has placed it on j 
record that he distinctly felt the chill | 
at a height of 800 feet. It is suggested 
; 


that a modification of these bombs will | 
prove extremely useful in fire fighting, 
and will enable firemen to get to close 
quarters with the intense flam© pro 
duced by the burning of oil wells.

And the spirit of God has written it 
down that it may preach to i:s of an- 
other and of our devotion to him. That 
which answers to it in the life of the 
Christian is recorded in the third 
chapter of Philippians. The apostle, 
In the opening verses'of that chapter, 
describes his robes of honor,—tells us 
what he had to boast about as a man 
in the flesh, before his conversion, 
saying, "If any other man thinketh 
that he hath whereof he might trust 
in the flesh, I more."

Bulletin Received Here Today Shows 


Various Points Where Men Are 


Wanted.—All Wages High. 


E. C. Leefly, 
general immigration 
agent of the Great Northern Railway 
company, in a bulletin sent to Floyd 
L. Davis, local agent of the Milwaukee 
road, submits a long list of stations 
in the Minnesota and North Dakota 
farming districts where hundreds of 
harvesters will be needed shortly. 
The buleltin states that Mr. Leedy's 
company has reports from very few 
stations-, of the district, but about two 
hundred are mentioned. The state- 
ment is very conservative in the esti- 
mate of the number each place will 
need and at many points they have 
reduced the total. 
Wages in no case are below $1.75 
Per day which 
includes board. In 
same places the farmers are paying 
as much as $3 and 
also 
including 
board. 


The crop prospects 
in 
Minnesota 
are fine, the report states, and sever- 
al thousand men will be required in 
ihe. 
western and 
northern portions 
for the harvesting and threshing. In 
North Dakota 
there is an excellent 
crop, in fact from nresent indications 
North Dakota will harvest one of the 
largest crops in its history, and al- 
most an unlimited 
number of 
men 
will be required 
for

and 
threshing. 


In Montana crop prospects are cowl 
all alonT the line and this state will 
harvest its largest grain crop.

The squat old church, located lit- 
tle more, than a stone's throw from 
the heart, of the fashionable shopping 
district, has been a great place 
of 
pilgrimage 
for 
American travelers 
since Theodore Roosevelt and Edith' 
Kcrmit Carow were 
married 
there. 
Mr. Roosevelt, it is related, "walked 
in from 'Brown's Hotel In a bowler 
hat. with Sir Cecil Spring Rice as his 
best man, and was married with tlie 
minimum of ceremony." r'fhe page in 
the register in which he 
described 
himself as a "ranchman" is now al- 
most dogeared from the attentions of

Madison, Wis., Aug. 20.—In all prob- 
ability there can be no final adjourn-' 
ment of the legislature before next 
Tuesday or Wednesday. 
Chief Clerk 
Shaffer said today that when the house 
reconvenes on Saturday noon if is 
probable that all the bills will have 
been printed and will be ready to send 
to the governor. The meeting of the 
legislature tomorrow marks the 220th 
day of its activities. 


Only a few of the .members remain 
m the 
.city. Assemblymen. Nelson,- 
Heim, Nye, Berninger. • Krembs 
and 
Speaker Whittet are still here to com- 
plete the work of the session. 
The 
clerks and stenographers 
are 
still 
working, cleaning up the final records, 
which must be filed with the secretary 
of state. 


One veto message has been f.led by 
the governor this week. This is against 
the Heim bill, which was designed to 
bring political organizations within the 
scope of the corrupt practice act and 
compel the films of expense accounts, 
as is now required of candidates for 
office. 
Assemblyman Heim attempted 
to have the bill amended last week at 
the request of the Home Rule and 
Taxpayers' League, so he announced 
on the floor, to exempt this organiza- 
tion from filing expense statements 
The assembly sent Ihe bill back to the 
governor in its original form bv a vote 
of 32 to 3D. Governor Philipp then 
vetoed it. • 
To the Honorable, the Assembly 
I return 
herewith 
Bill No. 400 A 
Without niy approval. 


This bill seeks to amend the Corrupt 
Practices Act by broadening its scope 
and bringing under its provisions every 
person or the directing secretary or 
directing officer or representative, if 
there be no secretary, of any commit- 
tee or organization, however 
organ- 
ized, engaged in any political activity 
tor or against any candidate for office 
or for or against any measure to be 
voted on at any election or advocated 
in any party platform. 
. The provisions of this bill, if enacted 
into law, would compel any person or 
organization coming within the above 
description to report any expenditure 
ot money in a like manner as the law 
now compels to be reported by any 
candidate or political committee 
The spirit and purpose of the so- 
called Corrupt Practises Act is to se- 
cure honest elections, prevent briberv 
coercion, or any of these things which 
may be accomplished by a corrupt use 
of money and to prevent candidates of 
large means from obtaining advantages 
over candidates of less means 
The 
reports required from candidates and 
their committees must show (1) where 
the money is derived from 
f>nd C>} 


what it is expended for—these reports 
being- public records in order that the 
proper officers of the state and the 
general public may know whether or 
not the candidate and his committees, 
whether party or personal, have com- 
plied with the law. 
Any further re- 
strictions that may be placed around 
the privilege of advocating political 
principles are jn my judgment an of- 
fensive interference with the exercise 
of the people's rights as guaranteed 


by the constitution. 
If this bill were enacted into law 
every person or organization of any 
kind or nature, which would include 
labor unions, church societies, civic 
societies and women's clubs, that they 
may be interested in 
some public 
question, and hire a hall for the pur- 
pose of holding a meeting or employ- 
ing a speaker or wfiich may employ a 
secretary for the purpose of carrying 
on correapondence or cause a circular 
to be printed and circulated or do any- 
thing that calls for an expenditure of 
money, must report all expenditures 
in accordance with the provisions of 
the Corrupt Practices 'Act and any 
failure on their part TO do so would 
subject them to a fine or imprison- 
ment. 
I believe that the free discussion of 
public questions by the people is not 
only a constitutional right that should 
not be abridged 
by statutes of any 
kind, but it should be the policy of the 
state to encourage it in order that the 
affairs of our government be better 
understood by the people and that the 
will of the people may have a greater 
influence upon those whom they have 
chosen to represent them in govern- 
ment. 
The restrictions provided in this bill, 
if enacted into law, would have a ten- 
dency to cause people to relax in those 
public efforts 
that 
are 
sometimes 
necessary to purify government. 
No 
propaganda, however high minded its 
motives may be, can be successfully 
carried on without the use of money. 
If every donor to the cause of the peo- 
ple must go through a 
form which 
would imply that he was doing some- 
thing corrupt and which might make 
him the personal subject of partisan 
attack, men will prefer to . bear the 
abuses of government in silence rather 
than take the public abuse for render- 
ing such assistance as Is necessary to 
correct the evils of .government. 
. Section 3 of Article I of our State 
Constitution provides: 


"Every person may 
freely 
speak, 
write and publish his sentiments on all 
subjects, 
being responsible for the 
abuse of that right, and no laws shall 
be passed to restrain or abridge the 
liberty of speech, or of the press." 
Section 4 guarantees to the people: 
"The right to peaceably assemble, to 
consult for the i common good, and to 
petition the government,- or anv de- 
partment thereof, and this right shall 
never be abridged." 


It was clearly the intention of the 
trainers of the constitution that these 
rights should not be circumscribed by 
any future legislative act, and I be- 
lieve it to be reasonable to assume that 
it was not the intention 
that 
any 
necessary expenditure growing out of 
the exercise of this right by the peo-- 
pie should be subject to review by any 
officer of the state, or that any pe'nalty 
should be enforced against any person 
who may fail or neglect to report any 
such expenditure, as this bill provides. 
The bill raises the further question, 
whether if enacted into law it would 
not be an attempt to .interfere with the 
freedom of the press. It is difficult to 
understand just how the press can ex- 
ercise any right under the constitution, 
that cannot be exercised "by an indi- 
vidual as well. It is part of the func- 
tions of a newspaper or periodical to 
discuss public questions, to advocate 
certain principles of government and 
to promote the interests of candidates, 
and so far no legislature has sought 
to compel any newspaper publishers to 
report the amount of money expended 
by them in the 'advocacy " of public 
questions or candidates for office. And 
yet the privilege which this bill at- 
tempts to circumscribe, insofar as the 
public is concerned, is precisely the 
same privilege that is being exercised 
by the press. 
I hold the view that 
only public good can come from a free 
and unhampered discussion of public 
questions. I believe it to be a right 
that is fully guaranteed to the Ameri- 
can peeple by our constitution and any 
attempted statutory interference with 
constitutional guarantees 
should be 
stoutly resisted by the people 
The limit that has been placed by 


•law upon the expenditures of candi- 
dates and political committees, organ- 


, ized for the purpose of promoting their 
] interest, is quite a different matter be- 
! cause it seeks to prevent the election 
I of public officrs by corrupt" means and 
j to limit the use of money in election.

FOREIGN LEGION OF 


HOLLAND IS FIRST 


Not Even French Legion Can Equal 


Dutch Troops Being Sent 


Away. 


[SPECIAL TO THE GAZETTE] 


The Hague, Netherlands, Aug. 20.— 
The constant departure. of detach- 
ments of troops to fill up gays in the 
Dutch colonial army in Dutch East 
India calls attention to the fact that 
Holland possesses a Foreign Legion 
whose military record does not take 
second place even to that of the bet- 
ter-known Foreign Legion of France. 
! Every year nine or ten detachments 
j of varying strength leave this .coun- 


I try—the annual total 
ranging 
from 


; 1,000 to 4,000 men. The elements of 
i this legion are the 
same as those of 


i the French corps, except that Dutch- 
i men serve side by side with foreign- 
ers and natives; it has existed a much 
greater length of time and its light- 
ing qualities have been proved and 
are still being proved on many occa- 
sions. This Is shown by reports just 
to hand from .Borneo, Celebes, Macas- 
sar and 
Ceram, where 
expeditions 
against refractory natives are now >n 
progress, 
involving -constant 
bush 
fighting and a considerable number 
of casualties. 
Originally the Dutch colonial army 
was formed by Van Dieman in 1637 


, when he was governor general of1 the 


j Dutch East Indies under the old East 
i India company. 
The force then was 


; small, but it has increased constantly 
i ever since until now it totals some 
40,000. men. It comprises 16,000 white 
soldiers, of .whom about 60 per cent 
are Dutchmen, specially enlisted or 
voluntarily transferred from the home 
| army. 
The remainder of the white 


; troops consists of approximately 4,000 
j Germans, and about 4,000 Danes, Bel- 
i gians, Frenchmen and other hation- 
i alities, interspersed with a few Brit- 
ons and Americans who have taken 
service out of love and adventure. 
The term of enlistment for the men 
is six years, but many serve two or 
even three terms. The soldiers are 
comparatively well 
paid 
and 
after 
twelve years' service in the 
tropics
